The isensus of opinion was that 
past great majorities gained by Con-

Before leaving Vancouver Scott re- 
ceived $100 in bills by a messenger 
on Hastings street It was impossible 
for affiant to y who this man was, 
Clancy then agreed to get his men 
together and have them ready to 
send over. Three days prior to elee- 
tion Seott again came to Seattle af- 
ter having been supplied with $1,200 
in the same way and at the same 
place, and again saw Clancy at the 
Regina hotel Scott pald over to 
Clancy the balance of thie money, 
about $1,000, and Clancy told Scott 
that he would send the men over 
Scott made arrangements to have 
them sent over to certain rooming 
houses in Vancouver 

Previous to election, MacDonald 


told Scott to use all efforts to stop 
these men from votin ind to try to 
Send them back 

On election day there were 20 men 
in Vancouver, the balance tt had 
either succeeded in wetting back or 
fost track of. Jack White had been 
supplied with a list of names of vot- 
ers and when Scott saw him abput
